ikur  Cholim,  visiting  the  sick,  is  one  of 
the  important  ways  in  which  a  commu¬ 
nity  can  show  support  and  warmth  to 
its  members.  A  visit  to  a  chronically  ill  or 
homebound  person  can  provide  the  hope  of 
companionship,  the  warmth  of  a  human 
touch,  a  connection  to  the  outside  world. 
Establishing  a  group  of  this  sort  also  sends  the 
message  that  mitzvot  are  the  purview  of  all 
Jews,  not  just  of  clergy  and  professionals. 

Thanks  to  the  initiative  of  Susan  Lincoln, 
Leah  Modlin  and  Nancy  Levine,  a  Bikur 
Cholim  group  has  been  established  by  and 
for  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  community. 
Over  twelve  volunteers  are  ready  to  begin 
making  regular  contact  with  people  who 
would  enjoy  their  company  and  attention. 

The  visits  of  the  committee  will  comple¬ 
ment  visits  by  the  clergy,  focusing  on  home 
visits  and  phone  calls  to  the  homebound  or 
those  recovering  after  hospitalization.  Some 
visitors  would  be  willing  to  help  with  particu¬ 
larly  Jewish  rituals  such  as  prayer  and  putting 
on  tefillin.  Others  will  specialize  in  listening 
and  conversing  on  appropriate  topics.  All  vis¬ 


itors  have  undergone  a  training  program  and 
promise  to  maintain  the  highest  standards  of 
discretion  and  confidentiality. 

The  Talmud  tells  us  that  God’s  very  pres¬ 
ence  visited  Abraham  when  he  was  recover¬ 
ing  from  his  circumcision.  Visiting  the  sick, 
then,  is  one  way  in  which  we  can  act  in  God’s 
image.  Bikur  cholim  means  bringing  comfort, 
contact,  a  listening  ear,  and  perhaps  a  prayer. 

Please  avail  yourselves  of  this  new  ser¬ 
vice  provided  by  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
to  its  members  by  calling  Liya  (Rabbi  Lin¬ 
coln’s  secretary)  at  extension  149  with 
names  of  people  you  think  would  like  a  visit 
or  a  call.  And,  think  about  making  an  extra 
effort  to  visit  your  own  friends  and  family 
members  who  are  ill.  Bikur  Cholim  is  a  mitz- 
vah  without  measure,  something  we  are 
obligated  to  do  time  and  again,  as  long  as  the 
visit  is  welcome.

Rabbi's  Desk 


What  is  a  get,  where 
can  I  obtain  one,  and 
why  would  I  want  to? 

What  is  a  get? 

A  get  pitturin  or  get  is  a  written  docu¬ 
ment  which  states  that  a  marriage  is  over  and 
which  frees  the  wife,  as  well  as  the  husband 
(where  bigamy  is  outlawed),  to  remarry.  Any¬ 
one  who  has  a  Jewish  marriage  and  wants  to 
get  divorced  should  obtain  a  Jewish  divorce 
(in  addition  to  a  civil  divorce,  where  applica¬ 
ble).  The  get  is  the  Jewish  divorce. 

The  roots  of  the  get  can  be  found  in  the 
Torah:  “And  he  shall  write  for  her  a  bill  of 
divorcement  and  give  it  into  her  hand.”

(Deuteronomy  24:1) 

From  this  passage,  we  learn  that  only  a 
husband  can  write  (or  appoint  someone  to 
write)  a  get ,  but  that  some  degree  of  accep¬ 
tance  (receiving  it  into  her  hand)  is  necessary 
on  the  part  of  the  wife. 

Where  can  I  obtain  one? 

A  get  can  be  obtained  by  going  to  a 
mesadder  gitlin,  a  rabbi  trained  in  the  specif¬ 
ic  laws  of  writing  the  get  (an  intricate,  hand¬ 
written  document)  and  the  laws  surrounding 
the  ceremony.  Basically,  the  husband 
appoints  the  mesadder  gitlin  or  scribe  to  write 
the  get  for  him.  The  scribe  writes  it,  and  the 
husband  hands  it  into  the  hand  of  the  wife,  in 
the  presence  of  three  (a  bet  din  or  “court”). 
The  wife  has  to  take  the  document  into  her 
hand  to  symbolize  that  she  accepts  the 
divorce.  Then  the  rabbi  slashes  the  get,  so  it 
cannot  be  reused,  and  issues  each  party  an 
official  document  stating  that  the  get  ceremo¬ 


ny  occurred  on  such  and  such  a  date  and 
place.  This  certificate  is  proof  that  the  get  was 
given  and  received. 

Although  ideally  the  husband  and  wife 
should  be  present,  it  is  also  possible  for  the 
get  to  be  written  at  the  behest  of  the  husband 
and  delivered  to  the  wife  at  a  later  date,  in  the 
presence  of  a  bet  din,  if  the  couple  lives  far 
away  or  does  not  wish  to  see  each  other. 

There  is  usually  a  fee  of  several  hundred 
dollars  for  the  writing,  which  is  very  detailed 
and  must  be  custom  made  for  each  couple. 

One  accessible  mesadder  gitlin  is  Rabbi 
Edward  Gershfield,  who  is  happy  to  be  called 
at  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  (678-8858) 
or  at  his  home  (864-7384). 

Why  would  1  want  to? 

In  communities  governed  by  Jewish  law, 
the  get  was  the  divorce,  as  it  still  is  in  Israel 
today.  In  communities  in  which  Jewish  law

functions  side  by  side  with  civil  law,  couples 
often  obtain  a  civil  divorce  without  taking  the 
trouble  to  obtain  a  get,  a  procedure  which  is 
perceived  to  be  unpleasant  and/or  unneces¬ 
sary.  However,  failure  to  obtain  a  get  can  cre¬ 
ate  several  problems  for  the  parties,  and  for 
future  partners  and  children.  First,  if  either 
pouse  intends  to  remarry  and  wants  a  Jewish 
wedding,  no  Conservative  or  Orthodox  rabbi 
will  perform  a  marriage  in  which  either  of  the 
parties  has  not  been  released  with  a  get  from 
a  previous  marriage  which  ended  in  civil 
divorce.  This  is  not  an  act  of  caprice  but 
rather  a  stand  against  bigamy;  if  you  have  not 


given  or  received  a  get,  according  to  Jewish 
law  you  are  still  married.  Marrying  someone 
else  before  you  are  divorced  from  the  first 
spouse  would  constitute  bigamy.  It  is  also 
consistent:  if  you  want  a  Jewish  marriage,  you 
need  a  Jewish  divorce.  Secondly,  if  the  wife 
decides  to  circumvent  the  get  and  remarries  in 
a  civil  marriage,  any  children  she  has  with  the 
second  man  will  have  a  problematic  status 
under  Jewish  law,  since  technically  their 
mother  is  still  married  to  her  first  husband. 

A  get  can  be  obtained  many  years  after  a 
marriage  has  ended,  but  it  is  most  prudent  to 
obtain  one  at  the  time  of  divorce,  and  certain¬ 
ly  before  children  are  born  of  a  wife’s  second 
marriage.

Tu  B’Shevat 

Tu  B’Shevat,  the  New  Year  for  Trees, 
begins  at  sundown  on  Sunday  evening,  Janu¬ 
ary  31st  and  concludes  at  sundown  on  Mon¬ 
day,  February  1st. 

In  Jewish  history,  Hillel  and  his  disciples 
declared  Chamisha  Asar  B’Shevat  a  semiholi¬ 
day.  They  called  it  Rosh  Hashanah  L'llanot 
(the  New  Year  for  Trees)  because  by  this  day 
in  Israel  the  annual  rains  have  ended  and  a 
new  annual  cycle  of  tree  growth  begins. 

On  this  as  well  as  on  virtually  all  issues, 
the  School  of  Hillel’s  decision  was  accepted 
and,  since  the  first  century,  C.E.,  the  15th  day 
of  the  month  of  Shevat  was  celebrated  as  the 
New  Year  for  Trees. 

Although  no  special  liturgy  or  festivity  is 
described  for  the  day,  in  Israel,  the  ancient 
practice  of  planting  trees  has  been  revived 
and  school  children  and  others  do  so  on  Tu 
B’Shevat. 

In  our  religious  school,  children  plant 
trees  in  Israel  through  the  Jewish  National 
Fund.
